roughs took advantage of the dark- 
ness1 and murdered several persons. 
A number of shops were also pillaged.

made this morning at a mass-meeting 
of workmen. It was resolved to put 
into operation the system of spasmod- 
ic strikes, by which they propose to 
stop all work in the city at intervals 
until the government yields.

Text of the Appeal. 


The appeal to lhe army is as fol- 


lows: 


"Comrades and brothers: For n. long

Your officers taught you to regard 
uy as enemies of the fatherland and 
as criminals whom you should shoot, 
beat with 
your whips, and butcher 


with your bayonets. 


"Our struggle -for the people's free- 


dom and the people's well being has 
been depleted to you as a revolution 
apainst the fatherland, which you are

towns with blood. 


"The case is now altered. The eyes 


of many of the soldiers and sailors 
have been opened. They understand 
that ail oC us are brothers, and that 
we arc sous of the same nations whose 
common enemies are your command- 
ers and tho.se in 'power. They under- 
stand that the liberty of the people is 
their own liberty, and the good of the 
pe'oplo their own good. 


In Shadow of Death. 


"The men of the fleet at Kronstadt 


stood against their commanders, and 
signified that they wanted to lead the 
lives of men, that they wanted liberty, 
and they 'associated themselves with 
the cause of the people. A hundred 
sailors at Kronstadt have been hand- 
ed over to court-martial, arid to-day or 
to-morrow may be executed.

a knowledge of text books. 


This fact the Chicago professor had 


in mind when he prepared his1 list of 
questions, for observation had taught 
him that a, $5,000 educational invest- 
ment on a fifty-cent boy never dc- 
.velops an educated man. 


The brain of humanity is a com- 


plex faculty, susceptable, 
in 
most 


cases of being influenced and devel- 
oped by the surroundings with which 
it is environed, but the heart of hu- 
manity is like the face of an open- 
cased watch, and as easily interpre- 
ted as the figures on the die!. 


Development of the brain may be 


•aided, by text book knowledge, and 
other things being equal the college 
man possesses 
some 
advantages1 


which the average mortal does not 
enjoy, but unless the heart is enlist- 
ed to the extent that it controls mo- 
tives and influences1 action, the pro- 
duct of the college is a failure, so far 
as education is concerned. 


"Sympathy 
with 
everything pure 


and clean" is a part of the moral code 


• in all institutions of learning, but the 


principle is as old as'time itself and 
'so generally recognized that it en- 
ters1 inio every condition of life and 
is the safeguard of society.

"Our Faith in Christ the Center of 


Christianity," was the subject of Rev. 
William H. P. Faunce (Baptist), pres- 
ident of Brown University. 
He re- 


minder! those present of the contro- 
versy over ihe exclusion of the Uni- 
tarians from the conference by an il- 
lusion to ten of the most famous men 
of that body, and said that he him- 
self never wished to be a candidate 
1'or any heaven from which William 
Kllory Channlng and .lames Martin- 
eau were excluded. 


Ask Mercy for Jews. 


The. conference, after adopting the 


appeal to Russians to be merciful to 
the Jews, presented by Dr. Washing- 
ton Gladden, discussed the closer un- 
ion of churches. 
Bishop J. S. Mills of 


the- United Brethren church, who was 
the first speaker, suggested that the 
missionary boards hold" joint meetings 
and urged co-operation in the work of 
education in the mission fields and 
the consolidation of mission schools, 
releasing part of the teachers for mis- 
sion work. 


Rev. J. Wlnthrop Hegeman, D. D., of 


Ballston Spa, told of the present, prac- 
tical worUing of the Federation of 
Churches and Christian workers in 
Is'cw York state.
